The Columbian Festivities 
Inaugurated, 


Thousands of Schoo! Children Take 
Part in the Catebration. - 


Grand Reception and Ea'l Given at 
the Auditorium. 


The City Filled With Visitors—/'+te's and 
Lodging Houses Crowded—Scores 
of Distinguished Guests— 
Scenes and Incidents. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 19.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The dedicatory ceremonies of 
the World’s Columbian Exposition were 
inaugurated today, beginning with the 
reception and entertainment of distin- 
guished visitors and followed this even- 
ing by a formal inaugural reception by 
citizens to the guests of honor. A 
pleasing prelude was the ‘‘Columbus 
day’’ celebration this afternoon by 
thousands of school children through- 
gut the city. Elaborate arrangements 
were made to give the ceremonies that 
official character which should attend 
an enterprise of such  interna- 
tional and representative import- 
ance, and the World’s Fair city 
was attired in costumes of ‘many 
colors. From every important edifice 
-in the city; from every peak and pin- 
nacle; from every balcony and window, 
were suspeaded colors for the adorn- 
ment of the occasion. The Stars and 


colors of all nations mingle in producing 
the grand effect. Though sometimes 
the Stars and Stripes were omitted, the 
triangle banner of terra cotta and 
white, selected by the city for the oc- 
casion, is never wanting in the decora- 
tions. Portraits of Columbus are seen 
everywhere, and, for the first time since 
the national conventions, the familiar 
features of political leaders are called 
down and obscured by portraits of Col- 
umbus, Isabella and George Washington.

as they arrived. Once within tha 
great Auditorium, the first impression 
was that resuiting froma flood of light 
almost dazzling to the unaccustomed 
eye. The stage curtain was raised and 
the flooring extended over the entire 
orchestra pit, smooth and. tempting to 
the dancers. The lower tier of boxes 
extended in a circle around the rear of 
the stage, above which was located the 
orchestra. A silken banner of Spanish 
royalty was suspended directly over the 
center of the stage. On either side and 
immediately over the boxes were ban- 
ners each containing the initials of Fer- 
dinand and Isabella. In front ofthe or- 
gan was displayd a large United States 
shield surmounted by a stand of colors, 
the Stars and Stripes in the center, 
flanked on either side by flags of all the 
American republics. The correspona- 
ing position on the south side bore the 
shield of Spain, surmounted by the 
Spanish colors. On either side were 
the flags of every nation in the old 
world, the colors of Spain and Italy be- 
ing given prominence. Of flowers 
there were none among the decorations, 
but from Alabama had been brought a 
carload of smilax, which festooned the 
faces of the balcony and gallery, and so 
the great hall greeted the coming 
throng. 


THE GRAND BALL.

Bare floorsare cold 
for little feet these chilly mornings, 
and anything in the way of children’s 
clothing wil] be gratefully received.

Atty.-Gen. Hart has placed himself in 
@ very equivocal position before the 
people of Los Angeles, and of California 
generally, by gratuitously interfering 
in the matter of the recent issuance ot 
sewer bonds by this city. The bonds 
were voted by an overwhelming major- 
ity of all who thought it worth while to 
go to the polls and deposit their ballots. 
The vote stood eight or nine to one in 
favor of the proposition. The bonds 
were issued, and were sold to an East. 
ern firm of brokers, after they had satis- 
fied themselves through competent legal 
talent, that the issue was perfectly reg- 
alar, and the bonds a binding obligation 
onthe city. On the very day of the 
consummation of the sale Atty.- 
Gen. Hart looms up, without pre- 
vious notice or inquiry in official cir- 
cles, and attempts tothrow a grave 
doubt on the legality of the bonds. He 
intimates that he might find it neces- 
sary to interfere, inthe name of the 
State, to stop the irregular proceeding. 
he Attorney-General is supposed to be 
Mstigated to this course bya ‘leading 
citizen’’ who is afraid that his inter. 
ests may be in jeopardy. But this 

‘leadjng citizen’’ is kept studiously in 
the background. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral is bashful about naming him. 

The real reason for Mr. Hart's solici 
ude has not been proclaimed. There i. 
ome interest behind with ulterior pur- 
“oses to accomplish. The people of Los 
sngeles—even the corporal's guard who 
oted against the bonds—4are not calling 
ipon the Attorney-General's office to 
revent their issuance. The only inter- 
sts in jeopardy are those of all the cit 
ens, whose health and lives and whose 
nancial prosperity may be endangereu 
y anincomplete sewer system in the 
resence of a threatened invasion oi 
iolera. Everybody feels that it is of 
tal importance to furnish an outlet for

Evenif there were 
ome technical flaw, the people of Los 
\ngeles, having received full value for 
he bonds, would scornto take advan. 
age of it to sneak out of their just ob- 
igations. They think too much of de- 
cency and fairness and of the credit ot 
the city to dothat. Asa municipality 
we are not frauds and repudiators 
Jnly Mr. Hart and his mythical **prom- 
nent citizen’ have thought it worth 

while to raise this question.

THOSE PARASITES. 


Horticultural 
Says They Are a Failure. 


The Bogs Have Not Increased to Any Ap- 
preciable Extent, While the Scule 
Are More Than Keeping 
Up Their End. 


The moch-landed Aanstralian para- 
sites, reputed to be so fond of the dep- 
redating red scale, are yet remiss in 
the work of exterminating the scale 
pests, and the fruit-growers, one by 


are a delusion dire, and have gone back 
to the discarded spray pump and fumi- 
gating tent as of yore. 

Horticultural Commissioner Scott 
was seen yesterday, and when ques- 


tioned in regard to the work of 
the parasite said that he had 
recently investigated the matter 


thoroughly and thatin his opinion the 
bugs colonized as feeders upon the red 
ana yellow scale had not increased in 
any perceptible proportion whatever, 


| although the trees upon which they 


were placed were badly infested with 
scale. 

In response to a query as to whether 
the red scale was spreading to any 
unusual extent Mr. Scott replied: 

‘The hot weather is bringing forth 
numberless broods of the scale and they 
are spreading quite rapidly in districts 
where no measures are taken to check 
their immediate advance. The fumiga- 
tion apparatus of the county, however, 
is being worked incessantly and we 
soon expect to have another force in the 
field to cover the orchards of the county 
with greater rapidity. 

“The fumigating method I believe to 
be the only proper one to use now, as it 
does its work thoroughly and the effect 
is tasting. We intend to continue to 
prosecute the work, and where growers 
are unable to pav for the fumigation of 
their trees at once we will give them 
until the sale of their crop to make the | 
payment. 

‘‘What does it cost to treat trees by 
this method?”’ 

‘Well, that depends upon the size. 
Small trees can be fumigated for about 
30 cents each. while on large ones, 
thirty feettall, the cost might prob- 


ably run op as high as $1 
each. But when it is considered 
that the infected fruit, if not fumi- 
gated, must be washed thoroughly 


before marketing, at a ‘cost of from 
8 to 7 centsoper box, it will be 
readily seen that it would be mach 
cheaper in the long runto fvmigate in 
the beginning, If the trees of the 
whole county could be fumigated at 
about the same time it would not be 
necessary to repeat the operation of- 
tener than once in three or four years, 
Of course, as it is now, the effects can- 
not be made quite so iasting, but it is 
effectual without doubt. 

“About that Duarte fiv that is said to 
be devouring with great rapidity the 
scaly pests? It is making no progress 
exterminating the bngs as I can see, for 
it has cxisted in that locality as long as 
Ican remember and has never been 
known to decrease the scale noticeably. 
There is no doubt but that it does feed 
upon them to some extent, however. 

‘Fumigation, as have said, will ulti- 
mately be found to be the most econom- 
ical method to rid the county of the 
bugs. 

‘And another thing. We will this 
vear allow no scale-infected fruit to be 
sold in the city market. During the 
past week [ have placed in quarantine 
nearly 200 boxes of lemons covered 
with redand yellow scale, and mean 
to prosecute with vigor every means of 
effectually freeing this section from 
the injarious pests which we are now 
com

MR. HART’S VISIT. 


The Attorney-General’s Reception 
at the City Hall. 


An Interesting Interview to All the 
Parties Concerned. 


Some Plain Facts Stated by the Mayor 
in Plain Language. 


Mr. Hart Refases to Give the Names of 
the Persens at Whose instigation 
‘ His Commaniecation Was Written - 
A Question of Veracity. 


‘Hon. William H. H. Hart, Attorney- 
General of the State of California, yes- 
terday made an ‘‘official’’ call at the 
City Hall. He did not remain a great 
While, not over an hour, perhaps, but it 
was time: well spent by the Attorney- 
General, as he was enlightened on sev-. 
eral points that will be of great value 
to himin the future, and itis safe to 
assume that when he toox his departure 
he was not near as big a man, even in 
his own estimation, as when he entered 
the portals of the municipal building. 

The object of Mr. Hart’s visit was to’ 
confer with the Mayor and City Attor-’ 
ney about his remarkable letter sent to} 
the Council Monday morning, just be- 


} fore the opening of the bids for the oat- 


fall sewer bonds, in which he attacked 
the validity of these bonds, and inci- 
deptaily to ascertain what reasons, if 
any. there were to justify his unprece- 
d nel scion, and at the same time, 
find out what the city officials thought 
of it. Col. Walter S. Moore took Mr. 
Hart upstairs to the City Attorney's 
office and introduced him to Mr. McFar- 
land, when the conference commenced. 

Mr. Hart began by stating that he 
had been called upon by several citi- 
zens, who requested to be allowed to 
use the name of the State to bring suit 
against the citv to declare void the 
sewer bonds recently voted. He had 
prepared a letter embodying his views, 
and giving his reasons for thinking the 
bonds are illegal. 

Mr. McFarland wanted to know who 
the citizens were who wanted protec- 
tion, but Mr. Hart did not know, or at 
least he said he did not. It wasnot Mr. 
Mott, he was sure, as he did not know 
that gentleman, but he thought it was 
a man named Chapman, who lad an of- 
fice in the Temple Block. 

Mr. Hart then proceeded to read his 
letter, giving in extenso the reasons

timé, asthe matter had been referred 
to the Mayor, in connection with the 
City Attorney, that ofic.al was sent for. 

Mayor Hazard promptly put in an ap- 
pearance, when one of the liveliest 
three-handed discussions on record took 
place. The Mayor demanded the 
names ofthe citizens who had appiied 
tothe Attorney-General to bring suit, 
but Mr. Hart declined to give them 
saying that they would come out at the 
proper time. The Mayor then sharply 
criticised the action ofthe Attorney- 
General in attacking the legality of the 
bonds just as the bids were. about to be 
opened, and that, too, without having 
investigated the matter, saying that it 
bore the ear-marks of intention. Mr. 
Hart denied that he had attacked the 
legality of the bonds in his communica- 
tion, at the same time saying tothe 
Mayor that he could not have read it 
carefully to make such a statement. 
The Mayor replied that he confessed he 
was so dumbio nded at the letter that 
he had not read it critically, but he 
Knew that the legality of the bends had 
been attacked, and he asked that a copy 
of the letter be produced. 

Mr. McFarland’s copy was bronght 
out and when it wasshown to Mr. Hart 
that gentleman, after looking at it care 
fully, said that he wonld have tocon-- 
cede that it went further than he in- 
tended. 

Mayor Hazard asked him if it was 
| possible that he had so soon forgotten 
his own opinion, and was going on to 
show how almost irreparable injurv 
might have been done the city by the 
opinion being presented at the time it 
was, when Mr. Hart venturei the sug- 
gestion that the mattér might have 
been kept quiet, that he had not made 
it public and it had not been sent to the 
Council for publication. 

Atthis remark the Mayor literally 
danced all over the Attorney-General. 

‘Make it public; ves we did.’’ said the 
Mayor. ‘We have nothing to conceal; 
alt of our business here is open to the 
public, and we cover up nothing; nor 
does the same secrecy which hedges 
about the District Attorney's office pre- 
vail in Los Angeles. Who are the men 
who are behind you in this matterand 
are puiting up the moncy for this suit? 
There is something behind this thing, 
for no iudividual “would pay the ex- 
penses of it.”’ 

Mr. Hart replied that there was no 
expense about the matter so far as he 
was concerned, and intimated that the 
Mayor appeared to be annoyed over the 
matter. 

Annoyed over the matter. of course 
Iam,” roared the Mayor. ‘Here we've 
been working on this sewer matter for 
vears; we have over $350,000 tied up 

n a dead sewer system that we cannot 
use until we get this outfall; we have 
‘agreed upon the route and everything 
is satisfactory, and how you can under- 
take to stop this improvement and in- 
terfere in our affairs at the instigation 
of some body of men who are afraid to 
be known in the matter, and whose 


thing I cannot understand.”’ 

The City Attorney had not been silent 
during all this talk, but had been 
quietly prodding up the chief law officer 
of the State. as occasion presented, fir- 
ing quiet questions at him, and drawing 
him out. until the great official, who 
had kept his temper admirably under 
the severe ‘roasting’? he had received 
at the hands of the Mayor. finally be- 
gan to taik back, and remarked that as 
there did not seem to be a disposition 
on the part of the city’s representatives 
_to seriously consider the points ad- 
| vanced by him, there did not seem to be 

any objection to his going ahead .and 
| bringing suit. 

*-None in the world,’’ replied Mr. Mc- 
Farland. ‘Just suppose you go ahead 
and bring the injunction proceedings 
direct, without any more notices, tem- 

| porary restraining orders, etc., and we 
will go into court ana defend it. We 
have no fears for the result. 

This brought matters toa crisis, and 
the interview virtually ended: Mr. 
Hart remained a few minutes longer, 
when there was some little private talk, 
and the Attorney-General took his de- 
‘parture, saying he would give his deci- 
sion in a few days.

Wield.refused to eat or talk when 
taken to the central police station and 
after he had gone three or four days 
without food the officers became fright- 
ened and medical aid was called in.

Application for the Appointment of Elec- 
tion Supeérvisorsa—Criminal Cases. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terday a petition was presented to Judge 
Ross by Charles Silent et al ,. praying

geles city forms a’part; that said Repre- 
sentative is to be voted for at said election, 
in said city of Los Angeles; and 

WHEREAS, said Charies Silent, A.B. Con- 
rad and other citizens of said city .of Los 
Angeles have made known in writing to the 
Hon. Joseph McKenna, one of the judges of 
the Circuit Court of the United States, for 
the Ninth Judicial Circuit, in which circuit 
said city is situated, their desire to have 
such election guarded and scrutinized; and 

W SEBEAS, the judges of the Circuit Court 
of the United States of the Ninth Judicial 
Circuit will be unable to rform and dis- 
charge the duties imposed by the provisions 
of the several sectious of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, Title xxvi, in the 
Judicial District of California;

Although this is merely a preliminary 
step, itis by no means an unimportant 
one. 

CHARGED WITH EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Albert S. Reed, a young man formerly 
employed as a clerk at the Carpinteria 
postofiice, appeared before Judge Ross 
and a jury in the United States District 
Court yesterday for trial upon the 
charge of having embezzled $1380, 
which had been entrusted to him in the 
regular course of the business of said 
office. He was represented by M. E. C. 
Munday, Esq., while United States At- 
torney Allen appeared for the prosecu- 
tion. 

The jurors selected to try the case 
were J, Baringer, A. B. Chapman, J, A. 
Donato, J. F. Fosmir, E. K. Green, J. C. 
Hannon, A. Mason, J. Percival, W. H. 
Rorick, F. W, Sabichi, G. R. Shatto and 
J. S. Ward. 

When the case was calied the United 
States Attorney moved the Court for a 
continuance on the ground that some of 
the witnesses for the Government were 
absent, but as the defendant objected

‘THE NEW GREAT REGISTER. 


It Will Contain at Least 27,000 Names— 
Some Changes, 

The large force of registration depu- 
ties are hard at work gathering in the 
names for the new Great Register of 
Los Angeles county, which will be issued 
probably by the first of next month. In 
accordance -with the opinion of Atty.- 
Gen. Hart, the clerk’s office for regis- 
tration will be open all day on Sunday 
next to enable all the voters to get 
their names on the books, but registra- 
tion will positively close on the evening 
of that day. 

Deputy Clerk Dunsmoor estimates 
thatthe new register will contain at 
least 27,000 names, that number being 
an increase over the old of about 4000 
Hames, or about 20 per cent. 

Names are still rapidly coming in 
from all over the county, and will un- 
doubtedly continue to do so up to the 
hour of*closing the books. 

The-new register withbe made in the 
same form as the old, except that the 


names will run across the pages in the | 


reverse order. that is, the width of the 
former book will now become the 
length, a change made necessary 
owing to the fact that a more 
detailed discription of each voter is re- 
corded, which the old form would not 
admit of unless smaller type is used. 
The registration clerks have this year 
done most thorough work in the com- 
pilation of the register. and the ap- 
pointment of an increased number of 
such clerks has had its effect in reach- 
ing many voters who might either ne- 
giect registering or have been ina dis- 
trict remote from the residence cf the 
single clerk as before arranged.

Countv Superintendent of Schools Beattie 
has published the new manual of the public 
schools, and in it are found some important 
changes in the regulations. There is a rad- 
ical change in the matter of teachers’ cer- 
tifcatesin respect tothe examination ne- 
cessary to obtain a certificate in this 
county. The old system required a candi- 
date for a certificate to teach in the high 
school to pass examinations in the primary, 
gtammar and high school grades. Now an 
examination is required only in the studies 
of the high school. The examinations for 
the other grades are also simplified, thus 
reducing the required work for securing a 
certificate about one-half. A teacher hold- 
ing a certificate for the primary grade can 
obtain acertilicate in the grammar grade 
by passing an examination in that grade 
with acredit of 80 per cent. The course of 
study TS similar to that of last year, except 
that it is simplified. especially in the 
natural science course, the work being re- 
duced in this department.

Wild Time ata Truly Good Prohibi- 
tion Meeting at Santa Ana. 


Rev. J. 1. Collins of Los Angeles anda 
Local Citizen Almost Come To- 
gether—The Lic Freely ’assed— 
(ienecral News Notes. 


SANTA ANA. 

As night succeeds the day so do political 
personalities breed contempt, as it stirs ap 
animosity in the patriotic breasts of Amer- 
ican freemen. The Prohibition party has 
never stirred much of a breeze among the 
stately pines of the Republican or Demo- 
cratic woods, but last Tuesday evening 
threatening clouds arose upon the western 
horizon and it was not Jong until there 
were unmistakable evidences of the coming 
ofa gréat prohibition storm. The news 


spread like wildfire that there would be a: 


clashing of the clements and that when 
the great storm cloud burst in upon the 
populace there would very likely be a dem. 
onstration well worth secing. It was 8 
o'clock when the leaves began to rustle as 
the political darkness increased into the 
blackest of night. The people swarmed to 
the Congregational Hall, not so much from 
fright as from curlosity, to witness the 
electrical display, the battle of the ele. 
ments and the down-pour of political “hog 
wash" from a Prohibition standpoint. 

It had been whispered through the 
audience, earlicr in the evening. {hat 
a certain Republican gentieman would 
be an interested spectator, and #0 
the usual calm preceded the storm. At 
three minutes past 0 o'clock, however, 
there was a moment's silence. and then the 
storm burst upon the expectant audience. 
Affdavits that Congressman Bowers had 
at one time held a liquor license were 
flaunted before the peapic. There wasa 
flurry of excitemént throughout the audt- 
ence, and just asthe speaker of the even- 
ing. Rev. J. H. Collins, the eminent orator 
and humorist, was again to proceed with 
his tirade, asbrill, squeaky voice back In 
the audience interrupted him, and he won- 
dered what in Sam Hiil was the matter. 
All eyes were turned inthe direction from 
which came the squeaky voice, and S. Hill, 
the Santa Anatin merchant, was seen ris- 
ing to his feet. As he rose he asked per- 
mission to answer the charges just made 
against Bowers by the speaker. Mr. Col- 
lins told him if he had any proofs to pre 
sent he wonld gladly give wav to him fora 
few moments, otherwise he would not. Mr. 
Hi)l said he had no written proof. but his 
word was as good as his bond. Mr. Collins 
told him to sit down, but Mr. Hill continued 
to stand, and denounced the statements 
made as false and unprincipied, simply the 
mouthings of a consummate and deliberate 


liar. Rev. Mr. Collins denominated the 
persistent speaker from the audl- 
eace an unmitigated Mar, and asked 


him to subside while he finished his 
address, as they had paid forthe hall and 
did not care to be interrupted in such a 
questionable manner. Mr. Hill answered 
that he would pay for the hall if they 
would only allow him to turn himself loose 
for afew moments. During this time, the 
audience lapsed into disorder and confu- 
sion and there were cricg of “Put bim out,’ 
Give him a show,” etc., from the body of 
the audience. 

After some iittle time quiet was restored, 
the storm having spent its fury. As the 
clouds passed away the large erowd filed 
out of the hall to their homes feeling re. 
freshed and amused if not enlightened or 
elevated at the demonstration they had 
witnessed. 

THE WELLS CASE. 

The case of the people vs. Oscar O. Weils 
was taken up in the Superior Court yester- 
day. The case isan important one, dating 
back as far as May 31, 18972, at which time 
it was charged that Wells. who lives at 
Capistrano, became angry with a boy 
natned Marion Bradley Sparks, and picking 
up a stone hurledit at the voungster with 
great force, the missile striking the boy 
and inflicting a serious wound, thus causing 
Well’s arrest on a charge of assault witha 
deafly weapon. The defendant and the boy 
were both in court vesterday. Theday was 
taken up in the selection of a jury. Evi- 
dence in the case will be taken today.

~ COLUMBUS DAY. 


Italian Citizens Preparing for 
Their Street Parade. 


Some of the Most Striking Features 
of the Demonstration. 


Elaborate and Artistic ‘Floats’ Pre- 
pared for the Procession. 


The Sabjects Which Will Be Represented— 
Much Interest Manifested, and the 
Demonstration Promises to Be 
a Success in Every Sense. 

The Italian colony of Los Angeles, in 
conjunction with their American breth- 
ren, are preparing most elaborately 
fora grand celebration of Columbus 
day to take place on the 21st inst, 

During the day there will bea parades, 
starting at 1 o'clock from Upper Main 
street, the course of the procession go- 
ing alohg the principal thoroughfares 
and ending at Hazard's Pavilion, where 
there will be carried out an extended 
literary and musical programme. In 
the evening a display of fireworks will 
be witnessed on the lot opposite the 
Arcade depot, and the affair will also 
close with an invitation ball at the Pa- 
vilion, 

A Tives reporter paid a visit yester- 
day. afternoon to Naud's warehouse on 
Los Angeles street, where J. A. Rangan, 
designor and director of the work on 
the floats to be used on the day of the 
celebration, aud Prof. Berra were 
hard at work amid yards of bright- 
hued bunting, pots of gold and sheets of 
star-bespangled canvas, arranging the 
frames tothe wagons and completing 
rapidly the outline work. 

Prof. Berra, with a paint brush, was 
putting the finishing touches to the 
storm-beaten sides of the Santa Maria 
as the reporter entered, and paused in 
his work of laying a bright blue sea of 
painted canvas avout the hull to explain 
he significence and uses of the scat- 
tered materials with their resplendent 
coatings of tinsel and gilt. Colum- 
bus's boat is about twenty-four feet 
long by ten wide, with a center mast 
reaching upsome fifteen feet in the air, 
upon which was arranged a sail em- 
bossed witha red cross, the arms of 
Genoa. Mr. Rangan explained that it 
would be necessary to have a force of 
sailors in the boat, both for the purpose 
of lending realism and of taking down 
the mast when the electric overhead 
wires intepfered., 

And then there will be ‘Fame’ seated 
in a cockle shell on the bright blue sea, 
with her favored prodigy, including 
voung Columbus, about her feet. Some 
one of the many pretty voung Italian 
girls will pose as the much-songht god- 
dess, and several little urcnins will 
make up the balance of the necessary 
equipment for the float. 

‘The Court of Spain at the Return of 
Columbus”’ will be the title of still an- 
other handsome float, upon which will 
be seated, grouped aboutathrone of 
glittering bronze and a maze of flowing 
bunting, representations of Science, 
Artand Industry; Columbus and the 
Spanish court making upthe central 
figure portrayals. 

Along the sides are broad sheets of 
scenic canvas inscribed with the royal 
arms and fierce-looking dragons with 
open mouths and forked tongues. Mr. 
Berra greatly lamented the existence 
of ‘those electric wires,’’ for it pre- 
vented him from surmounting his throne 
canopy with the gilded dome according 
to his cherished and artistic design. 

The last and yet the most beautiful 
float that will appearin the parade is 
the *Apotheosis of Columbus.’’ Upon 
a handsome pedestal well toward the 
front of the vehicle a plaster bust of 


red, white and green of the Italian flag 
and hung about the base with painted 
drapery. Back of this is a raised plat- 
form overtopped with a canopy and ar- 
ranged with seats for the three young 
girls who will represent Spain, 
America and Italy. Handsomely de- 
corated panels at the side bear 
the arms of the three’ republics 
represented, and back of these will 
be those of the three great Italian cities 
of old Venice, Genoa and Florence, and 
with this the listis complete. 

Altogether the floats are the most 
elaborate and beautiful of any produced 
fora like purpose in this city, and the 
whole celebration promises to be a de- 
cided success in every detail. 


Other Celebrations. 
Preparations for the celebration of 
Columbus Gay on the East Side are 
nearly completed. At 9 a.m. on Friday 
the pupiis from the several schools will 
assemble at the Hellman street build- 
ing and join with Gelcich post, G.A.R., 
and the two local companies of the 
Boys’ Brigade in appropriate exercises. 
The programme willconsist of singing 
the national songs, recitations, etc., 
and one or two patriotic addresses to 
the children. At the close of the ex- 
ercises the G.A.R. men will march to 
the Ann street school, just over the 
river, and assist at similar exercises 
there, 

Columbus day will be celebrated at 
allofthe public shools. In most in- 
stances the exercises will consist of

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


Preliminary Examination of Henry Ke- 
gel Before Justice Owens, 

The preliminary examination of 
Henry Kegel, charged with the murder 
of his wife, in Antelope Valley. five 
years ago, was taken up in Justice 
Owens’s department of the Police Court 
yesterday morning. 

" This case has a singular history. For 
years Keg:! and A. W. Hall have been 
neighbors and have always been bitter 
enemies. First one and then the other 
would seck to down the other by law, 
and all kinds of charges have been filed 
in the criminal courts. 

At the time of Mrs. Kegel's death, in 
the Sisters’ hospital in this city, from 
injuries received in some kind of a 
fight, her husband was arrested and 
charged with kicking her in the side, 
thus breaking two of her ribs, one of 
which punctured the left lung, causing 
death. At the preliminary, examina- 
tion the State failed to make outa case, 
and Kegel was discharged. His old 
enemy Hall has never rested a day from 
that time to this, and last week a com- 
plaint was sworn to, charging Kegel 
with the murder of his wife. 

The grounds on which the complaint 
was based came out yesterday when the 
prosecution placed W. H. Mann on the 
stand. Mann swore that he used to 
run a ranch near Kegel’s place, and one 
day shortly after Kegel was discharged 
he and that individual had a confiden- 
tial conversation regarding the matter, 
and Mann asked Kegel why the dead 
woman had accused Hall of assaulting 
her. 

Kegel replied that he had no trouble 
in inducing the dying woman to make 
the statement, as she was weak-minded. 
Kegel then admitted that he struck the 
woman himself and broke her ribs. 

When asked why he did not give _ this 
testimony when Kegel was examined 
the first time, or at the Coroner's in- 
quest, the witness stated that he knew 
that Kegel would kill him if he inter- 
fered in the matter, and he made up his 
mind to keep his mouth shut. 

Hall and several other witnesses were 
examined, but nothing of importance 
was brought out and the case went over 
until today. 

If the defense do not succeed in im- 
peaching Mann, who has the reputation 
of being an honest, - straightforward 
man, Kegel will be held for murder. 


A Drunken Brute, 

At 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
people in the neighborhood of Sixth 
street and Broadway were startled by 
hearing aboy cry for help. The call 
for assistance came from a little ten- 
year-old boy named Gus Burnett, who 
was being dragged from his Lorse by a 
drunken man named T. F. Sharp. Be- 
fore assistance arrived.Sharp succeeded 
in getting the boy to the ground and 
proceed to kick him in a most brutal 
manner. Officer Hill happened to be 
near and Sharp was taken to the ‘ten- 
tral station and locked up. The boy is 
a messenger for the Western Union and 
was not interfering with Sharp when 
that individual assaulted him. The 
case will be tried in the Police Court 
today. 


Caught in the Act, 

Last night at 10 o’clock Detectives 
Benson and Auble arrested a tough- 
looking citizen on Lozard street and 
locked him up inthe city prison on a 
charge of an attempt to commit bur- 
glary. The fellow was working the 
back doors with a palon Lozard street 
and came near getting into a house 
when the detectivés pounced down on 
them.
